Too short to firs the ;ian- 
r.lU'her twice, too long to be ths 
sens tullel. The filn shows a defl- 
slta reaction fron Connelly at that 
point, sl^ulderj drenp, cheeks puff, 
hsir susses. His fifth rib was shat- 
tered. The Connisslon said his reac- 
tion wfs delayed; he na*.er ai^reac. 
Ccrjr.ally is clsorly holiing hla 
at ft son hat in hand as late ss frar.a 
236, thcu^l: thtf Co.nxission clalnsd 
his >:rlst’brr.f wc« shf*-t*»rei by that 
pclnt. By frana 239» his wrist Is 
limp. 

Tr. Cyril Vacht , who was fea^*wired 
rn the snow, was not fairly presont- 
ed. An enlnaat forensic pathologist, 
ani County Coroner la Pittsburgh, ha 
tolc ns, "They tepad appro.r irately 
tliTof nours wit:: ms and cut na down 
tc one rlr.ule". Wecht, and Professor 
Joslah Thompson (author of Six Sec-

The Stawaona roadway slfin blocks 
Eaprudar^s vlaw ol* the car at a cru- 
cial point in tha fil«* Between fra- • 
aaa 210 and 225, JFK isn»t visible 
in the filA. CBS clains that this gap 
may hide rapid novareanta of Connally 
and JPK that could explain the. traj- 
ectory of tha bullets# This idem 
would require them to assxuoa earlier 
positions after being hit, since they 
emerge from behind tha sign In virtu- 
ally tha sane position they were In 
at frame 209. Vftiat Dr. Wecht pointed 
nut to na about this rasponsa from

Connally *s hat can be seen turn- 
Ing ever rapidly in a film taken from 
the other side of the street. Itek 
Corporation used ooaputer analysis 
to track the slight noveraant# I poin- 
ted out to Or. Wecht that while they 
claisi he oan*t be sure what Connally 
and JrX did between fraass 210 and 
225i the Itek analysla on the show 
places the hat aovemnt at franea 223 
to 226. If we can aee Connallyif hat 
turn over, can*t we aee if he and JPK 
rapidly changed their position In the 
seats? CBS wantalua to think that hat 
noveaant places the tine the bullet 
hit connally. More likely, and In com- 
plete agreement with his testimony. 

It is the startled reaction of Connel- 
ly to hear inn the first shot. As they 
enarge from the sign, Connally already 
begins to turn to see JPK, Just as he 
olainei ha did* 

Tha tiirnat wound , according to CBS 
and Dr. Weston, was a through end 
thi'ougli.

And Weston admits he was unable to ex- 
ardne the neck wound.

Dan Rather was a young, obscure re- 
porter from Dallas, working for CDS

revealed in 1974 over KIPD In Dallas,

After the assess icr.t ion coverage he 
did in Dallas, Rather rose in the CBS 
ranks to the position of White House 
reporter.

It astsbllshed Dan ss tho 
archetypal "good guy", Mayba it’s 
better that be lost the Job, If we 
are to believe hie account of where 
he was in Dealey Plaza, he nay fare 
better replacing Johnny Bench as the 
catcher for the Reds, Den telle us 
he was "just past the overpass". 

This plsces him near the spot where 
eyewitness Julie Ann Keircer saw an 
Individual shortly before the assasi- 
inetlon taking a gun fron a pick-up 
truck and ascending the hill nearby.
